packs of cigarets, or six cigars, or 
one ounce of smoking tobacco a 
week. 

Orange ration cards will be is¬ 
sued to officers, enlisted men and 
their dependents, green cards to 
civilians and their dependents, 
and pink cards for members of 
the Italian Service Unit. 

One ration card will be issued 
to each dependent adult member 
of the family of military or civil¬ 
ian personnel when such depend¬ 
ent is permitted to purchase from 
a sales commissary, provided that 
not more than one such depend¬ 
ent card is issued to any one fam¬ 
ily. Cards will be issued to de¬ 
pendents only upon presentation 
of sales commissary cards. 

Military personnel arriving 
here in preparation for overseas 
departure or troops returned from 
overseas service will be entitled 
to purchase a carton of cigarets 
weekly. Some arrangement is be- 
( ing planned so that ration cards 
held by staging personnel or de- 
barkees will indicate to Post Ex¬ 
change clerks that they are priv¬ 
ileged to purchase a larger ration 
weekly than station complement 
troops.

Drive To Up 
Deductions 
To 15 Percent 


To spur civilian employes of 
camp to increase their payroll 
reservations for the purchase of 
war bonds during this mighty 
Seventh War Loan Drive, Minute 
Men met last week with War 
Bond Officer, Lt. Elaine Van Horn 
and her assistant, Lt. Eli Bell, 
to map plans for their campaign. 

Lt. Van Horn, who recently re¬ 
turned from a war bond confer¬ 
ence in San Francisco, told the 
Minute Men that Camp Anza’s 
civilian workers have an average 
payroll deduction of I 2 V 2 per cent. 
“The goal in this drive is to raise 
this percentage to 15,” she said. 

“If the Port can hit the 17 per 
cent mark I am sure that the 
civilians on this post will want 
to at least reach a 15 per cent 
average,” she added. 

Paving the way for other civil¬ 
ian sections is the Civilian Per¬ 
sonnel Branch. Through the ef¬ 
forts of Houston Speer, the work¬ 
ers in that branch upped their 
pay reservations from 14.41 per 
cent to 15 per cent in a couple of 
weeks. 

Lt. Van Horn has reported that 
the campaign for $75,000 in this 
drive has passed the half way 
mark, thanks to a large number 
of bond purchases for cash. 

The Minute Men received their 
instructions and within a short 
time will call on their fellow 
workers to encourage them to 
help put the camp drive over the 
top.

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Critical Score 
For ASF Due 
In Four Weeks 

Army Service Forces personnel 
will know in about four weeks 
the ASF critical score or the total 
number of points needed by them 
to be eligible for release from 
the service, the War Department 
reports as it announced the point 
rating system of the Army de¬ 
mobilization program. 

Machinery has already been 
put into motion here in Camp 
Anza regarding the preparation 
of Adjusted Service Ratings for 
both commissioned and enlisted 
personnel, and directives are 
awaited concerning the details 
governing the preparation of these 
ratings and subsequent other nec¬ 
essary reports. 

Upon completion of the Adjust¬ 
ed Service Ratings for each in¬ 
dividual at Camp - Anza, the re¬ 
sults will be forwarded to higher 
headquarters. 

Following receipt of these re¬ 
ports, higher headquarters will 
announce the critical score which 
will then be used in place of the 
interim score of 85 points, pre¬ 
viously announced. 

No discharges of Camp Anza 
personnel with Adjusted Service 
Ratings equal to or higher than 
the interim score of 85 will be 
effected at this * camp, nor will 
they be transferred to separation 
centers until further instructions 
are received from higher head¬ 
quarters. •

Army and Navy 
Will Equalize 
War Sacrifices 

The War and Navy Depart¬ 
ments have adopted a policy per¬ 
mitting assignment of the remain¬ 
ing members of an immediate 
family group to non-hazardous 
duty providing: 

Two or more members of the 
immediate family group, while 
serving in the armed forces in 
this war, have been killed, died 
as a result of wounds, accident, 
or disease, or have been report¬ 
ed as missing in action or as pris¬ 
oners of war. 

The policy will apply, how¬ 
ever, only upon request of the 
serviceman concerned or a mem¬ 
ber of his immediate family. Non- 
hazardous duty may mean duty 
in the rear area of an active thea¬ 
ter, duty in an inactive theater 
or duty in the U. S. However, a 
remaining member who is the 
sole surviving child or sole sur¬ 
viving son will in every case be 
retained in or returned to the 
U. S. for permanent assignment. 

Cases which have been sub¬ 
mitted previously and denied 
under the “sole surviving son” 
policy should be resubmitted if 
consideration is desired under the 
new and broader policy. 

Requests under the new policy 
should contain the name and re¬ 
lationship of all persons in the 
immediate family. For members 
of the armed forces, the grade, 
serial number, organization and 
station assignment should be in¬ 
cluded. For those members lost 
in the present war, the grade, 
serial number, last organization 
and station and available infor¬ 
mation as to death, capture, or 
missing status is necessary. (WD

A delightful, gay book is THE 
HALF HAUNTED SALOON by 
Richard Shattuck. Mr. and'Mrs. 
Carey and their three daughters 
are willed a saloon by a fond 
uncle who thought the family 
needed loosening up. Read and 
discover what the family did with 
this valuable piece of property. 
A very light novel. 

Those who enjoy Ben Ames 
Williams will like to read his 
historical novel, COME SPRING, 
a true picture of ffioneer life in 
Maine. 

COMIN’ HOME by Lester Co¬ 
hen is a tale of Joe and Stella, A 
rich, satisfying, big novel. Some 
will read it as a story of a boy 
and girl who loved; some will 
read it as an expose of criminal 
corruption in a great American 
city; some will read it as a novel 
of a generation which learned to 
fight Fascism on a distant battle¬ 
field and came back with the de¬ 
termination to fight it at home. 

An elastic and frank love story 
is UPSTART by Edwin Marshall. 

It has a background of the Eng¬ 
lish stage at the time of the 
Georges. The love story of Penny 
and Dick keeps the UPSTART in 
a cla^s all its own.; No mere boy- 
meets-girl story nor standard 
period-piece. 

Truly magnificent is the novel 
A LION IS IN THE STREETS 

by Adria Langley. The story of a 
man, potentially a great leader, 
tricked and destroyed by his love 
of power; and of a loyal and hon¬ 
orable woman forced to choose 
between her love and her deep¬ 
est convictions.

RICHARD NICKSON 
attention on her The shouting war- 


America’s attention on 
fighting , men is focused on the 
eight-week-old bitter battle for 
Okinawa. Late dispatches state 
that American commanders there 
are confident that the Japs can¬ 
not last much longer on that is¬ 
land. Major General Roy Geiger 
says we will break the enemy’s 
resistance soon—if the weather 
doesn’t go against us. And Vice 
Admiral Richmond K. Turner 
predicts that Okinawa will be 
captured in the comparatively 
near future. Mopping up in the 
Philippines also is being stepped 
up. And our Chinese allies on the 
mainland have launched a new 
drive in the south against Japan’s 
vital lifeline to Indo-China. Re¬ 
ports from Foochow on the east¬ 
ern seaboard indicate that the 
Japs have fled the port, and are 
being pursued northward by Chi¬ 
nese forces. 

Allied Supreme Headquarters, 
meantime, has disclosed that the 
United States 15th Army — the 
American policing force — will 
rule 14,000 square miles of Ger¬ 
many. This includes the import 
ant Saar basin, the western half 
of the Ruhr and the Rhine val¬ 
ley. Such big cities as Duessel- 
dorf, Cologne and Coblenz are to 
be in the Yank occupation zone. 
There are indications that the 
15th is to be strengthened by 
many other troops. 

Of course, the war in Europe 
is over—but after such shooting, 
much shouting is tq be expected.

Personal Service 
Jobs Banned For 
Soldiers By Army 

A recent War Department cir¬ 
cular has announced that employ¬ 
ment of military personnel which 
renders direct personal service 
to the general public is now pro¬ 
hibited. Such “direct personal 
services” include soldiers serv¬ 
ing as waiters, liquor store at¬ 
tendants, store clerks, passenger 
bus or streetcar operators, ele¬ 
vator operators, salesmen and 
taxicab drivers. 

* The circular explains that due 
to the present manpower short¬ 
age the War Department policy is 
to encourage military' personnel, 
while on pass or furlough, to em¬ 
ploy as much of their free time 
as they wish in essential-war in¬ 
dustries or agriculture, either 
with or without compensation. 
The War Department considers 
that by engaging in these essen¬ 
tial war activities, military per¬ 
sonnel will be acting in further¬ 
ance of the national interest and 
the war effort. 

Employment of military per¬ 
sonnel which does not conform to 
the War * Department policies is 
not encouraged or authorized. In¬ 
jury or death incurred while en¬ 
gaged in civilian employment not 
specifically authorized by the 
War Department might not be 
considered in the line of duty. 

Regardless of the outside, off- 
duty type of work in which mil¬ 
itary personnel are employed, 
each soldier is required to sub¬ 
mit to his commanding officer 
his name, rank, job, employer, 
hours and Wage.

■that is, on the 
diplomatic level—goes on. Lat¬ 
est headlines raise one particular 
shout about the Adriatic peninsu¬ 
la of Istria. However, as this is 
written, indications are that this 
so-called “No. 1 postwar problem” 
is being settled — and without 
bullets. 

Main issue in the dispute over 
occupation of the Istrian peninsu¬ 
la is military, maritime and busi¬ 
ness control of the upper Adriatic. 

This is an ancient dispute, dating 
from trade competition between^fe 
the Italian merchants of Venice^l^ 
and the Slav merchants of Tri¬ 
este and Fiume. Then in 1915 all 
Istria was promised to Italy by 
the secret treaty. of London—as 
preamble to Italian participation 
in World War I on the side of the 
Allies. However this secret deal 
was not recognized by President 
Wilson. It was not until 1925 that 
Mussolini compelled Yugoslavia 
to relinquish the peninsula. 

Today democratic elements in 
Italy are in favor of restoring 
Istria to the Yugoslavs, who claim 
it as national territory. But the 
current dispute no longer is be¬ 
tween Italy and Yugoslavia alone. 
Britain evidently regards the oc¬ 
cupation of Istria by Yugoslavia, 
a close ally of the Soviet Union, 
as a threat to her Mediterranean 
sea lanes. Britain used force in 
gaining her ends in Greece. What 
she intends in this case is not yet 
clear.. 

What Is cer- j 
tain is that Is¬ 
tria was liber¬ 
ated from Naz- I 
ism by Marshal j 
Tito’s Yugoslav 
partisans — and j 
that at least! 

6 0,000 of his ! 
troops remain j 
on there in occu¬ 
pation. Liberated 
areas of Europe generally have 
been occupied by the liberating 
forces. But British troops and 
some American troops are shar¬ 
ing Yugoslavia’s occupation of 
Istria. 

It perhaps would be well for 
all parties concerned to remem¬ 
ber at this time the immense con¬ 
tribution of Marshal Tito’s par¬ 
tisans to the fight against fascism. 

The Yugoslav people fought on 
heroically and effectively against 
the Nazis even at the crest of 
Hitler’s military success. Because 
of this, the Russians owe a debt 
to the people who attacked the 
Germans’ rear during the time of 
Stalingrad—and the British and 
Americans likewise are indebted 
for the blows struck against Nazi 
supply routes to North Africa.

Human Carelessness 
Causes Most Fires 

The most numerous cases of 
fires are due to human careless¬ 
ness, according to the Ninth Serv¬ 
ice Command’s report of 141 fires^ 
causing damage to government-f 
owned property between 1 Jan¬ 
uary and 31 March this year. 

Thirty three fires were started 
by cigarets while 27 others were 
attributed to overheated stoves. 
Every effort possible must be ex¬ 
erted to educate personnel using 
government facilities to prevent 
fires, to recognize fire hazards 
and to take every precaution hu¬ 
manly possible to avoid the oc¬ 
currence of a fire, the NSC ad¬ 
vises.
